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Flushing South presents some of New York City's limited 
wide-open spaces. Many streets showing in white areas 
are little more than a city engineer's dream. They are 
plotted on City Hall maps, but a golf course or a truck 
farm may occupy the space. The World's Fair just 
west of the district brought this area to public attention, 
and the development of the Fair grounds into Flushing 
Meadow Park will add to its popularity. In ten years, 
family population increased 88 per cent. Building of one- 
family homes continued strong until war priorities stopped 
it. The district has not yet developed as a market entity. 
There are scattered stores along Main Street, and a 
small shopping area on Vleigh Place for the apartment 
house section in the southwest corner of the district. 
Nearby Flushing and Jamaica provide excellent shopping 
centers for the section.
